No probe into firm's 
‘interpreter failure’ 


The Government has said it 
will not investigate a firm 
which failed to send a Manda¬ 
rin interpreter for a court ap¬ 
pearance of murder suspect, 
Anxiang Du. 

Capita, the firm contracted 
by the Ministry of Justice to 
provide foreign interpreters 
in courts, was branded a “dis¬ 
grace” by a High Court Judge 
last week after Du’s latest 
court appearance had to be 
adjourned. 

Du, aged 54, was due to en¬ 
ter pleas for charges of mur¬ 
dering Jifeng Ding, his wife 
Helen, and their two children 
Xing, aged 18, and Alice, aged 
12. 

During the plea and case 
management hearing at Not¬ 
tingham Crown Court on Fri¬ 
day, at which Anxiang Du was 
present, the High Court Judge 
explained he had asked for an 
interpreter to be booked. 

However, he said the firm 
indicated it was not worth 
sending one as they “would 
not make enough money” 


from the hearing. 

The court heard the firm 
had been ordered to send an 
interpreter, but when the 
hearing started at 2pm there 
was no interpreter present 
and therefore no pleas were 
entered. 

The Mandarin interpreter 
did eventually arrive at about 
2.30pm, but the hearing had 
already finished and she left 
the court precincts soon af¬ 
terwards. 

Mr Justice Flaux said: “To 
say that the presiding judge 
of the court is annoyed about 
this is an understatement.” 

Instead a fresh plea and 
management hearing is to be 
held at Northampton Crown 
Court in July. 

Northampton North MP, 
Michael Ellis, himself a bar¬ 
rister, labelled the debacle as 
an “outrage and a disgrace”. 

However, a Capita spokes¬ 
man denied the firm had re¬ 
fused to send an interpreter. 

He said: “After the original 
interpreter booked to attend 
the hearing was unable to at-

tend, Capita worked to secure 
a replacement. 

“The replacement inter¬ 
preter could not attend until 
2.30pm and we communicat¬ 
ed this, in good time, to the 
court. Capita at no time re¬ 
fused to arrange an inter¬ 
preter to attend Nottingham 
Crown Court on cost or any 
other grounds.” 

A Ministry of Justice 
spokesman said: “We have 
worked with Capita to make 
dramatic improvements in 
the interpreter service, sav¬ 
ing taxpayers £15 million last 
year. These kinds of issues are 
now rare.”

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Cancer-battling gran 
Maria will enter race 


A Northampton grandmoth¬ 
er who said her life was saved 
by a routine mammogram, is 
making a stand against can¬ 
cer by entering Cancer Re¬ 
search UK’s Race for Life. 

Maria Lewin, aged 50, will be 
taking part in the 5k event at 
Abington Park alongside her 
20-year-old daughter, Katy. 

The pair are now urging 
other women to join them 
by signing up for the event, 
which takes place on Sunday, 
June 9. 

Mrs Lewin was diagnosed 
with breast cancer in Novem¬ 
ber 2012, only nine months 
after losing her mum, Emily, 
to lung cancer. A mum of five 
and grandmother of nine, 
Mrs Lewin considers herself 
“incredibly lucky” to be alive, 
after a tumour was found at 
her first routine mammo¬ 
gram. 

She said: “The alarming 
thing is that I nearly didn’t go 
for my mammogram when I 
got the appointment. 


“It was only a routine call¬ 
up because I had reached the 
age of 50, and I had no symp¬ 
toms other than a slight ten¬ 
derness in one breast, so I 
didn’t think it was terribly 
important. 

“I almost cancelled it, then 
at the last minute I decided I 
might as well go.” 

The mammogram re¬ 
vealed a grade three tumour 
in Mrs Lewin’s left breast, 
which was treated with a 
lumpectomy and radiother¬ 
apy at Northampton General 
Hospital. She is still recover¬ 
ing from her surgery and is 
soon to start hormone ther¬ 
apy. 

She said: “You never think 
it is going to happen to you. 
I want to raise awareness 
among my friends by taking 
part in Race for Life, and get 
across the message that you 
should never ignore a rou¬ 
tine mammogram or bury 
your head in the sand about 
changes in your health.” 

Last year, 4,196 women 
took part in Race for Life in
